NOTES OF THE WEEK. 

We announced last week that in the Divisional Orders issued at 
Aldershot, reference is made to the Aldershot Synagogue, with the 
instruction that commanding officers should facilitate the attendance 
of Jewish soldiers at the services. Thie is carrying out in the English 
army ths policy pursued for years past in the Continental armice. We 
commend the matter to the attention of sach congregations as that of Dover 
and Portamouth, Several instances have come under our notice of Jewish soldiers 
having experienced some trouble in procariog the necessary leave to attend 
synagogue on Sabbaths and Jewish festivals. Io one. instance we 
took some trouble with succo#sin facilitating the observance of Passover by a 
Jowish soldier stationed at Dover. The cost of the man's keep during the woek 
was defrayed from private sources, but we thiok the congregations ander similar 
circumstances should give assistance. The expsose is greater than a soldicr 
can afford from his scanty pay. This exporieace was typical of the difficulties 
experienced by Jowish soldiers in the Eaglis: arny ta their desire to observe 
the rites of their religion. Being few in number they are “ marked-men,” and 
often to save themselves from the senseless jokes of their Comrates they hide 
the fact that they are Jews, and even attend. the charch parales rather than 
seck official permission to absent themsclves therefrom. The spirit displayed 
-by the Aldershot authorities, if generally followed, would do much towards 
placing Jewish soldiers on a better footing. We commend the subject to the 
attention of the Board of Deputies. In France, Holland, Germany aud Austria 
Jewieh soldicra obtain a farlough to enable them to observe their 
festivals. The observance of the Day of Atonement by the Jewish 
aoldicra before Mitz has. formed the subject of a well-known painting 
by Oppenheim. On the. occasion of the mobilization of the Austrian 
army of occupation in Bosnia a complete synagogue “ outfit,” inclading reading 
desk, talisim, prayer books, &c. was provided by the military authorities Ifa 
-. similar liberal spirit were displayed in the English army the number of Jewish 
soldiers would probably be greatly augmented. . Even in Russian Jewish con- 
gregations are permitted to provide koeher food for their brethren bearing aris. 


A correspondent, whose letter we publish in’ another cuolamn, protests with 
much indigoation against the imposition by the General Council of the United 
Synagogue of a further “tax” of five per cont. upon the rental of all 
seats in the eeveral constituent synagogues. Without doubt the power 
of the Council to impose taxation without > previously consulting the 
members seems to be a very high-handed prerogative, and when the tax 
was first mooted we pointed out that the power should be exercised with 
extreme caution and great deliberation. In this instance the taxation can be justi- 
fied on the ground that it provides by an easy and expeditious method a Fand 
for the repair of the synagogues. Such a Fund ie absolutely indispensable. The 
_ Building Funds in existence at the time of the Union have been exhausted and 
- searcely a year pasees but the Council! is called upon to vote large sums for the 
repair of one or other of th» synagogues. To draw upon the General Funds 
for such purposes is open to gteat objection. The taxation of five per cent. is, 
after al!, but a very slight burden. It averages, we believe, less than five 
thillings per annum upon all ihe seate now occupied. By this payment members 
contribute directly towards proper provision beiog made for tue repair of the 
tynagogues in which they worship. When all this ie said, however, we urge 
upon the members of the Council to watch with groat jealousy any further 
proposal of the Exccutive in a similar direction. —

“THE NEW JUDAISM.” 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sir,—I should be very grateful if you would allow me a little space in 
which I may reply to a few of the strictures which you have made n on my 
paper in the Contemporary Review. Agaiost the bulk of your leading article 
I have nothing bere to say, ioasmuach as it consisted of a temperate and carafal 
exposition of the weak points in Reformed, or, as you prefer to call it, the New 
Judaism. I believe your criticism, able though it is, to be by no means 
unanswerable, but I now wish to do little more than point out a few miscon- 
ceptions into which you have unintentionally fallen, : 

Although I have only said that the Reform party does not accept the dogma 
of the verbal inspiration of Scripture, you infer that oce of the “ bandle of 
negations’ of which “the new Judaism” consists is “no Bible.” In another 
column Dr. Adler's views are said to diff-rfandamoentally from my own becangs 
he retains ‘a belief in the inspiration of holy Scripture.” I must protest 
against expressions which can bat mean that verbal inspiration is the on! 
possible form in which the doctrine of inspiration cin be held, so that its 
abandonment iwplies the rejection of the Bible. The Reform party believes in 
revelation and in inspira'ion, as I have been at pains to poiut outin my article 
on page 376. | 

Your readers are also told that “ Mr. Montefiore would accopt the advanced 
criticism of the Dible which makes the Diy of Atonement an afterthonght of 
the priestly legislation introduced later than Ezra.” Tue only basis for thia 
assertion is my contention that Reformed Jadaism does not occury a position 
which modern Biblical criticiem tends rather to weaken than to confirm. Bat 
into the special question of the date of Leviticus xvi.—upon which echolara are 
by no means agreed—I never entéred.. It would have been presumptuous on 
my part to indicate any personal belief whatever about such a disputed point. 
You sleo say that Hebrew, according to my scheme of Reform “ ig to be 
exchanged for the vernacular in our synagogues.” This happens to be one of 
the few cases in which I have expressed & personal opinion, my main aim 
throughout my paper being to set forth the views of the two opposite sides of 
Jewish thought and not my own. I have, however, pointed ont that “ the time

Again, it is stated that I can “ give no valid reason why Jews should not 
marry Unitarians.” You appearto consider that the real bar against intermarriages 
is, and must be, the difference in lineage and in blood. I prefer with Dr. Adler 
to think that the real bar is the difference in religion, but that there ia a bar of 
one kind or another I have never for a moment. denied. If the Unitarians 
do really believe in all the essential dogmas of Jadaism (of which the Unity of 
God is one, but only one), there is then indeed “no valid reason ” why Jows 
should not marry such Unitarians, if the latter, on their part are willing to 
accept the full Jewish faith in its totality of belief and practice for themselves

Sir,—I have just received my half-yearly account from the Bayswater Syna- 
gogue, accompanied by a circular, the contents of which are probably well known 
to you. The Council of the United Synagogue have imposed a further tax of 5 per 
cent onthe members. Well, Sir, where is this to end! It is very probab!e itis but 
the thin end of the wedge, Next half-yearly account may contain a farther impo- 
sition of 10 per cent, more.. Do the members of the United Synagogue recognize 
the fact that their membership thus constitutes an unlimited liability? If the 
Council can impore 5 per cent., they can. and probably will, gradually impose more, 
and for thisa member has but one remedy, to ‘eave the United Synagogue altogether. 
1 have done so, because I will not be taxed heavily and increasingly to build eyna- 
gogues in places where there are not people e.ongh to maintain them. 

The new 8t. John’s Wood Synagogue is indeed an elegant and well placed build- 
ing and must have cost a great deal: and I suppose the Council had to hand over a 
good amount towards it. To meet that, they add to our already shamefally high 
seat rentals with their heavy percentag: son them. 

The circular states, among other things, that this fresh tax is partly in help of 
the burial grounds ; and my bill, which accompanied the circular, after 50 per cent, 
had been added to the seat rental, contained a separate item of 1*s, towards the 
Rurial Society, an item which we have all been paying for many years. I fear, Sir, 
the United Synegogue will soon be a very disunited ore indeed, Let each syna- 
gogue manege its own. business, and naturally it would be better done.

THE JEWS IN. SYMRNAY 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. | 
SMYRNA, AUGUST 25TH, 1882, 
The situation of the unfortunate eufferers by the conflagration of July 1&th has 

sensibly improved, thanks to the activity of the General. Relief Committee, and 
‘above all to the generosity of our brethren in the West. In-fact the greater portion 

have already been installed in the huts spocially constracte 1 for them, thereby per- 

mitting them to resume their ordinary occupations, There are, however, a number 
_of persons who have lost the means of existence, such as artizans who no longer 
have any tools, and petty tradesmen whose shops have been burnt down. In order 
to remedy this misfortune, the Relief Committee has decided to distribute among 
them sufficient money to allow of their setting themselves up once more in tools 
aud merchandise. 

Our thoughts are now turning towards the coming winter, for the huta in 

which the poor people are at present sheltered will scarcely be habitable during the 
bad season.. We must, therefore, sct about preparing more comfortable homes for 

them. With this object in view, the Local Committee of the Alliance Isra¢lite, in 

conjunction with the General Relief Committee bas just taken an important step, 

With the residue of the subscriptions that have been collected the two committees 
~ have boughta large plot of ground on which it is intended to build a kind of work- 
_ men’s city, where the most necessitous familiee, who were burnt out of house and 
home, can be comfortably lodged. It is true that the residue falling to the share of 
the Jews barely amounts to.1,200 Turkish pounds, but we hope, aided by the mnni- 


ficence of our coreligionists, to augment this eum. We shall thus be enabled to - 


achieve a durable work, which will considerably attenuate the disastrous effects of 

the late fire, The Jewish quarter will certainly gain thereby in salubrily, and we 

. shall no lopger have to see poor families dwelling in wooden hovels, which the 
least spark would reduce to ashes, 

The exact number of fami'ies whose homes were destroyed was 631, not £00, as 

we had at first been led to belisve. By a typographical error in my last letter the 

amount which Messrs. de Rothschild Brothers of Paris sent here for the relief of 

the sufferers appeared as 50,000 francs instead of 5,000 francs, Since then other 


generous gifts have reached us from Europe, From Paria the contributions were | 


as follows : Baron de Hirsch, 5,000 francs ; the Counts. de Camondo, 1,000 francs ; 


~ and MM, Nissim and Elie Léon 1.000 franes, Sir Nathaniel de Rothschild has sent — 
usa second remittance of £500, and £3 were likewise forwarded anonymously from 


_ Swansea, In addition, Baron Rothechild of Vienna has remitted 1,000 francs for 
the Jewish hospital, whither those persons who were injured or burnt during the 
fire were conveyed, The total collection up to this moment amounts to about 
55,000. francs, more than half of which has been spent in relief of every kind, 


Besides this sum giftsin money were likewise distributed by the various benevolent 


societies in Smyrna, 


The Russian and Egyptian refagees still continue. to be aheavy burden on our 


already severely tried community.. The Russians, although for the most par. 


handicraftsmen, find great difficulty in obtaining employment, in tho firet place 


with the language spoken in these parts, Some of them witha predilection for a 
nomadic life, are asking to be sent to other Turkish cities, where their condition wou'd 
become more miserable than ever. All the refugees continue to receive assistance 
from the Alliance Ierc¢lite through the melium of its representative in this city, 
M. 8. T. Pariente. A large number of emigrants, mostly young men, have passed 
through hereon their return from Palestine to Russia, One must hear them in 
order to form an idea of the mivrery they have endured in the Holy Land. The 
artizans fourd that scarcely any industry was carried on in. the country, and the 
rest who had been promised land at the sound of the drum, found only hunger and 
dearth, They thus arrived here destitute of all resources, happy at having escaped 
the snares which the missionaries had spread for them, and begging for the neces- 
fary means to continue their journey as far as Odessa. | 

A recent decree of the Sublime Porte orders the local police to prevent the de- 
barkation, in the reveral ports of the Empire, of such of our coreligionista as are not 
provided with Turkish passporte, The Consul-Genoral for Turkey at Odeesa delivers 
these passports to everyone applying for them, after they have signed a declaration 
by which they engage to conform to the laws and regulations of the Empire and 
not to settle in Palestine. In the present disposition of the Porte, it would, there- 
fore, be advisable, in my opinion, to discontinue the emigration to the Holy Land. 
I hear that the Government is likewise taking rigourous measures even with regard 
to emigration to other parts of the Empire, We have every interest, therefore, in 
attracting, instead of losing, the synipathy of Turkey, which oace given, as it doubt- 
less will be as soon as as the political horizon shall bo somewhat less. sombre, will 
facilitate the settlement of our unfortunate coreligionists in the fertile regions of 
this vast empire. But to attain this end, great circumspection will be necessary for 
some time to come. I hope, however, that the day is not very far distant when I 
may beable to report to you at length on the agricultural riches of Syria and 
Anatolia. 

- The Egyptien refugees are commencing to return to Alexandria. This is especially 
the case with the poorest class, who, to their credit be it said, do not wish any longer 
to be a charge on the Smyrna community, at whose expense they are how, therefore, 
being rejatriated. To the indigent families who remain here our community grante 
a weekly reliefof 1,500piastres. It was with the greatest difficulty that our fands could 
bear the strain of defraying the expenses, exceeding 5,000 franca, of the 150 persona 
er thereabouts who have returned to Egypt. Poor commanity! It ie traly worthy 
of compassion. Its burdens largely exceel its means, and yet it manages in some 
wey or other to meet every want, : 

The Mueeulman festival. of the Bairam-pafsed off in the midst of complete 
tranquillity, in epite.of the predictions, more or less avowed, of some alarmista, who 
expected that it would have béen accompanied by a general massacre. A veritable 
panic consequently prevailed here for a few days, but the terror-stricken people soou 
<alined down when it was found that they had nothing to fear, 

The Jewish community and schools in Smyrna have recently sustained a severe 
loss by the death, atthe age of 61 years, of M, Judah Sidi, President of the Adminis- 
tration of the Alliance School, M., Sidi, who was a model of equity and honour, had 
forthe last ten years, and notwithstauding his failing health, given up tho greater 
part of bis time to the interests of this school witha devotion which is extremely 
rare in these regione, | can assert without exaggeration that he was one of the beat 
local supporters of the institution, and his death causes a void which it will. be 
found difficult to fill. He was highly learned, his knowledge being great and 
varied, thanks to his fondness for the reading of modern Jewish works, which are 
little known as yet in the East. M. Sidi has bequeathed his valuable Hebrew library 
to the school of the Alliance, where it will be placed in a separate room, which 
henceforth is to be known as “ Beth Jehudah”’ in honour of the memory of the 


deceased. It is to be hoped that this memory will serve as an example and a guide 
to his descendants, | 


THE RUSSIAN. JEWS IN JERUSALEM. 


The Chacham Bashi of the Portuguese community and the Chief Rabbi of 
the German congregations in Jerusalem have sent a touching appeal to Kurope 
for aid to the Russian Jewish refugees in that city who are without food or 
shelter. Their inters: misery has driven them into the hands of the English 
missionaries, from whose power it is imperative to reecue them in order that 
they may be sent back to their native country. Charitable funds destined for 
the resident Jewish poor in Jerusalem were to their disadvantage devoted to the 
unfortunate refugees, whereby many souls were saved, bnt these funds are now 
completely exbausted, The Rabbis, therefore, urge their brethren in Europe to 

send immediate help. 
Dr. Heiberg, the Director of the Jewish Orphan Asylum in Jerusalem, 
writing on the same subject, says: My timo is fully ocoupied with the interests 
of our Russian coreligioniste, who have fallen into the snares of the Conver- 
sionists, About thirty young men, and several families with children have been 
enticed by these soul-suatchers uader the pretext that for the sake of humanity 
they would be provided with work and shelter. Taese unhappy men havo 
begged me, with tears in their eyes; to deliver therm from temptation and sin. 
With the Church staring them in the face on the one tide, and starvation on 
the other, they beg to be sent back to Russia, where at least they can find 
employ‘uent without apostatising themsec!vea, We here are unfortunately 
without resources, and the Committee at Jaffa will not help us, as they state 
that the moneys they receive are exclusively intended for purposes of coloniza- 
tion.

Tue year that has just passed away has been the most eventful one in Jew- 
ish history since 1849, the era of the Dimascas Blool /ecnsation, In 
both years the attention of all Europe was called to the persecutions of the 
Jews ; on both oc:asions Englan! stood forth as the champion of Jewish 
rights. But the movement of sympathy last. year was wider in extent than 
ever before, and the part teken by English Jadaism stands out more coa- 
spicuously than on any previous oceasion.. Consid«ring the numerica} 
minority in which English Jews stand to their brethren elsewhere, we have 


a right to congratulate ourselves on the prom‘nent part taken by us in the — 


-recent crisis. -We have, therefore, the right to consider the Russian crisis 
an important episode in the annals of Anglo Jewish history, and as such we 
have given it fall prominence in our columns during the “past year, and in 
reviewing the events of 5642 the same topic stands out as the most important 
of the year, and calls for our carliest attention, Inour revew of 5641 we 
had to notice the anxiety felt by a'l Jews at the sacred season of the New 
Year about the fate of our brethren in Rassia. We can this year retarn 
thanks to the Most Hiau that the period of anxiety is past, and at least a 
time of respite arrived, That this is so is largely due to the action o° 
English Jews, as the fol'owing narrative will show. 

The terrible events of the spring of 1881 had roused some attention to 
the condition of the Jews in Russia outside the community, but nothing cou- 
mensurate with the importance ofthe subject, Within the communal limits the 


Anglo-Jewish Association and the Board of Deputies combined their forces. 


to form the-Russo-Jewish Committee, constituted of five prominent members 
of each body and five other gentlemen. ust when it seemed only too pro- 
bable that the martyrs of 1881 would leave no record, behind them and fai. 
to work any amelioration in the lot of the Russian Jews, an event occurred 
which again drew attention to tue subject. On Christmas day and the two 
following days dread ‘ul scenes were -enacted in Warsaw owing to a false 
report that the Jews had caused an alarm of fire in one of the crowded 
churches. All the English newspapers dea!t sympathetically with the posi- 
tion of the Jews in Russia, and the English mind was prepared to hear the 
horrors that had been perpetrated earlier in the year, On the 11th and/Sth 
January the Times gave a fall account of the Russian Persecutions of tle 
Jews during 1881. Like a spark applied to gunpowder these articles cacsed 
an explosion of pity and sympathy throughout England; they were reprinted 
in pamphlet form by the Russo- Jewish Committee and scattered broadcast 
through the land. Meetings were immediately held in some provincial towns, 
andthe Lonp Mayor received a requisition signed by some of the most eminent 


and influential namesin England to convene a public meeting which was held | 


on February 1st at the Mansion House. Tiat meeting was a brilliant success, 
and a fund was started for the succour of the victims of persecution, which 
ultimately reached over one hundred thousand pounds. Within a fort. 


night similar meetings were held and similar funds started in upwards of — 


forty of the principal provincial towns in England and Scotland, while special 
mention may here be made of a protest signed by the Vice-CuanceLion 
and 246 Heads of Houses, Professors, and resident graduates of the Uni- 
versity of Oxford. The Russo-Jewish Committee, with Sir Narsanigy. pe 
Rotuscuicp at their head, prepared a Memorial to the Czar, which, however,

The outery against these deeds which thus spontaneously arose in 
Ergland soon spread to all the countries of Europe. In Paris the veteran 
poet and philanthropist, Vicrorn Hea», healed the appeal for justice and 
pity. In Holland the University of Utrecht rivalled that of Oxford in its pro- 
tests. At Hamburg, Frankfort, Vienna, Berlin, Rome, Amsterdam, Brassels, 
and Copenhagen, not to speak of smaller p'aces like Thorn anl Memel, 
influential Committees were appointed composed of Christians as well as 


Jews, to collect funds for the relief of the latter, Even across the Atlantic, 


—hamanity made its appeal and not in vain, for the Government of the United 


States went further than any other goverment and entered a dignified protest 
against the Russian atrocities in the I’resident’s Message to Congress, Yet 
it must be remembered that all these minor movements took their origin 
from the original outburst of enthusiastic pity in England, for which the 
leading journal had given the signa’, It is not the first time that England 
has been the leader in philenthropy, but it is the most widely spread philan- 
thropic movement that she has ever led, 

At the point, too, when action became necessary England again took the 
lead, and here English Jcws took a more active part than in the indigna- 
tion meeting», where, with great tact, the ini iative had been left to non- 
Jews. - When action became neceisary an] was practicable, English Jews 
eame to the front, an Executive Committee composed entirely of them, 
under the direction of Sir Jc raan Goiosmip, being formed from the Mansion 
House Committee. It was soon determined that the best means of relieving 
the distress of the Russian Jews congregated in large numbers at Brody 
would Le to send them to America, where schemes of colonization bad already 
been proposed or started for their benefit, It: was likewise arranged that 
those cases who liad flocked to Loudon sioald be treated by a conjoint com- 
mittee of the Mansion Louse Fand and the Board of Guardians. > Me.

A new libel is contained in the Governor-Geaeral's accutation that the Jews in 
Balta have not yet abandoned their revenge, to that if a Jew meet @ poor pearant 
with even eo paltry an article as a rag a charge of theft is immediately trumped up 
and a host of lying witnesses are brought against the prisoner. If the Jewsof 
Balta still barboured feelings of revenge, there would not be any necessity for them 
to wreak their rengeance on poor peasants, for they could accuse many an influen- 
tial, yea wealthy merchant of the town of having robbed them of valuable property. 
To substantiate this charge it would not be necessary to have recourse to perjured 
witresres, for it is a known fact that many of the well-to-do inhabitants of the 
town openly boast: that the gold watches or jewels which they wear. were stolen 
from the Jewr, whilst several of the emaller fry of citizens boast with equal candour 
of having in their powerston some hundreds of roubles’ worth of property which 
was likewise filched from oar coreligionis's. Yet it never enters the minds of the 
Jews to prefer avy charge against the guilty parties, eines they wis. to furget the 
past and to live in harmony wit: their fellow-towaem+n. Is was chiefly oa this 
account that the Jewa of Balta empowered their rabbi to appea': for the clemency 
of the Governor,General on belialf of the criminals condemned to death by the 
Court-martial,. There can, therefore, b2 no talk of hypocri-y in regard to this 
matter. If, however, the term hypocrisy is to be applied toanyoue, then indeed does 


the cap fit.General Drentcln himaelf, who was to devoid of shame a: to comman) 


that his apeech, full of lies and calumnies, and calculated to provoke fresh -anti- 
Jewish excesses, shoukl be made known beyond the circle of his hearers, and wh» 
was yet so pharasaical as to urge Jews and Uhristians to live in concord with each 
other, arid to declare that Heaven would not pardon crimes committe! against the 
Jews: This rank hypocrisy is too thinly veiled to deceive anybody, and both Jews 
and Christians therefore are aware of the disposition of the Governor-General in 
favour of fur her outrages noon our brethres, who are pani¢-stricken and daily fear 
the worst. 


It is that when Count Toletoi’s attention was directed to: the lanzuige of 


General Drentelo he repiied that he was unabjé to do anything against the Governor- 
genera). -This is doubtless trie ; 36 muc} the wors?, therefore, is it for the Jews, 
whose anxiety has been increased, and not without good grounds, by the disturbances 
. which. have recently taken p'ace at Preni. . This town is situated in a district densely 
inhabited by Jews,-about 15. versta distant from Khowno. The peasantaand the lower 
class of townspevple.are: of Lithuanian nationality, long noted for their activity, 
obstinacy and perseverance, and have hitherto lived on most friendly terms with the 
Jews. If, then, the anti-Jewish propaganda should have taken hold on. them, if 
they also have.been incited by some scoundrels to make war on the Jews, we must 


not expect any good results, for the Lithuanian is not easily quieted when once his: 


evil passions age sroused.’ Once set going, it will soon be found tbat. the Lithu- 
Q@uians are the. most dangerous. revolutionary element in the ‘coustcy, Heaven, 
therefore, alone knows what will happen. 
Meanwhile, the Government continues to chase the Jews with the utm ot severity 
from the villages where they have «0 long resided, and from the spirit-stores in which 
they carried on their trade. This circumstance is no doubt connected with the report 
that in the higher Government circles it is contemplated to adopt strict mea:tres 
with regard to the “\zone of residence " of the Jews, by carrying out ia their entirety 
and without avy exception all the existing laws concerning the Jews, since dur 
people are said to have been especially active lately in evading and circumventiog 
the regulations which are detrimental to their business and other interests, If this 
shoul) be true, as also the reported intention of including the smaller towns ia the 
West among the villages from which the Jews are to be expelled, then it will be 


impossible to ignore the fact that misery of the severest type staresinthe fuca hun- 


dreds of thousands of Jewish families. who form the bulk of the population in the 
emall towns where their residence is to be declared illegal,

The Jewish emigrants from Russia who are now./assembled in America and 
other countriés nearer home are commencing to retarn in large numbers to their 
native land, from America voluntarily, because they could not succeed in obtaining 
employment there, from Austria and Prussia under compulsion. In Austria the 
_ Government authorities are at least acting with. praiseworthy forbearance, and the 
repatriation of the refugees is being carried on by the Relief Committees ; but the 
Prussian Government is not proceeding in so indulgent a manner, as exemplified in 
a recent police decree, ordering the expulsion of the Russian Jews from all the 
larger cities, such as Berlin, Dantzic, Konigsberg, dc, I have had frequent oppor- 
tu iifies of conversing with the refugees returning from America, a}! of whom 


- bitterly com plained of the sufferings they endured there, and of the heartless man: 


ter in which they were treated, Naturally there isa great deal of exaggeration in the 
_ ttatements of their grievances, but the substance of their complaint was that they 


of the Empire, we cannot but 


found it imposible to compete successfully with the native industry in that great 
land of intelligence and commerce, and that there was thus no other course open 
but to return to Russia, It would be worse than futile to waste any further wor, 
on this subject, of which so much has already been said, but one fact must not be 
left out of consideration, and it is that up to the present moment neariy nine thon. 
sand fugitives have re'urned to their native country, of couree not from America 
only. What is to become of them there, after they have spent more than a year in 
foreign lands? Are they to go back to their former homes and commence their o]4 
life afresh’? If so, we may rest assured that the result will be neither more nor less 
than a repetition of the terrible scenes of last year. The situation of the Russian 
Jews is not so favourable as many of us appear to belisve, for Count Tolstoi’s posi. 
tion is in no way eecure, and if he should have to make room for another Minister, 
which is not at all beyond the range of possibility, the change of Ministers conla 
not but have its effect on the position of the Jews, Rumours of anti-Jewish dic. 
turbances in Poland have been in circulation within the last few days, and although 
it is to be hoped that the reports will not be confirmed. we should not lose sight of 
the fact that such disturbances are not improbable, It is, therefore, our urgent duty 
not to abandon the Jéewa of Russia to such a fate. 

It is greatly to be regretted that the recent Conference at Vienna confined its 
attention to the condition of the fugitives from Russia, without pecupying iteelf 
likewise with the more important question of the situation of our; coreligionists i, 
Russia, From my knowledge of the state of affairs in that country, I fear that 
much mischief may yet be in store for our brethren there. The embittered feelings 
of the populace agains the Jews and their former mode of living ran as high as 
ever. If the Russian Jews are to be placed in the position of earniog their living 
by different means than was formerly the case, and thus be s:cured against the il’. 
will of the Christian po; nlation,.it will be necessary t» lock out for a tafe asylum 
for dimes to come, since the emigration to America hagas yet been barren of fruitful 
results... In no care must we wait until the force of events shall have made such 
action on our part too late ; for even if public opinion is somewhat less: unfayour. 
able to the Jews, we must not infer therefrom that they are secure from future 
attacks. 

The Wisiail JSorrepiji states that the owners of -property in Podolia, who 
hitherto were loud in their complaints against the Jews, whose expulsion they 
denianded, now bitterly regret their course of action, since they have made the for 
them lamentable discovery that they cannot get their property off their hands, 
And the peasants’ They are availing themselves of this opportunity in order to 
press fora reduction in the price of farms an: lands, Bat is there ro danger for 
the Jews in all this’) What would not happen if the peasants Were once again to 
rise up against theic Jewish competitors ? 

Everything therefore tends to confirm the opinion that the best panacea for the 
evi's which the Russian Jewa endure ia emigration, but not to America, Such emi- 
gration must be earricd on by degrees, even apart from the fact that the railway 
communication in this country is not equal to transporting large numbers of Jews 
at one time. A well-organised system of gradualemigration wou'd be of the utmost 
ndvantage in thinning the too closely packed Jewish population ia certain provinces 
of Russia. This “over-populatim, without the certainty of teing able to gain a 
livelihood in security, hae been one of the principal causes of recent events which 
produced such eerious result= for the Jews, and so long as the Ruasian Government 
-, and refuses to allow the Jews to settle in.every part 
oubt the honesty of its intentions. | 

An organised and. safe emigration to Syria,in my idea and in that of many 
others who are acquainted wit the situation in Russia, is greatly to be desired. It 
ix highly gratifying, therefore, to notice that a large number of. energetic individ- 
uals have made an earnest beginning in this direction, among those who have chiefly 
distinguished themseives being the Roumanian Jews.

JERUSALEM, 22TH AuG, 1482. 

Last night in quitting my house I mot one of our Russian brethren looking 
wistfully at @ paper he heldin his hand. “Shall L help you to decipher that 
document,” said [ to the young man who had paid me a visit some days ago, 
No, Sir,” he answered sadly, “thank you, the letter is written in Jii lisch- 
Deutsch ; yet, as it comes from my mother in OJessa, | shoald like you to read 
it." So I took the ‘letter and saw that it came from a poor woman who 
admonished her sop at Jaffa by no meana to return toher. She related that his 
wife and two children whom lie had sent back from Jerusalom, had indeed 
happily arrive}, but that all of them were literally dying of hanger, that the 
misery of our people was greatin that place and ho therefore should try—if 
there were really no Committee at Jaffa, as he had written—(che Committee, I 

am told, are now residing on the groun: de they have bought)—ho should go to 
5 amboul, where she knew for certain there was one and th-y would surely 
send him to Palestine to be settled there. In order to assist hirn, the poor old 
creature had sold ber Jast cushion and sent him two ronbles (41) | durat not 
look the poor man into the face when I returned the letter, which he, after having 
carefully folded it and lifting his caftan, after the fashioa of the oe poa- 
s nts, confided to the care of his long boos. Taen raising his heal, ho sail, To 
ceive thie letter I went oa foot to Jaffa, as [had dons foar timas b fora in 
vain and when | had got it, | returned to Jerusalem crying bitterly the whole 
way.. Here | entered at once the place of the missionaries, but soon left it, 
being warned that I could get no work unless I went to chare a with them,” 

There stocd a finely-built young fellow, a worthy representative of the 
unhappy people, that in bliad terror or fro.o fond care for their family had left 
their native places with the honest intenticn of becoming colonists, bat with 
inadequate means and knowledge, and without any organization whatever, 
Fool, why did be allow an unfashionable longing for his own glorious country 
to prevail over him, why did he not turn to Beody? There he would have been 
enabled to take, at other people's cost, a trip to America and ba eventually sent 
back in the same way by our smart brethren on the other side of the water, 
Now here he stood lonely and friendless in the land of his tathers, broken down 
with fatigue and care, in the midst of a population either poor themselves or 
bardened by a long custom of cheating and beggary. What was left but to 
give in at last, to bow his head, entering the fold of the missionaries as so many 
of hia countrymen had done ; there at least he would meet with kind words and 
kinder actions, he would get not.alma but work, and'a certain consideration 
for which a man cares above all ‘when eunk from independence to a state of 
abject poverty. Oh, that he had not sent back with the remarnt of his fortune 
bis wife and children ; he might have left the latter, as 80 many of his country- 
men had dove and were doing, to the missionaries, and he would yet in returo the 
. passage-money to Odessa and perhaps.a litt!e capital to begin life anev. Here 
you have a picture, literally taken from life, one of the instances that came 
under my cognisance, I may, at once add that this unhappy man, together 
with his brother ia-law, was by a friend of mise, who, through the benevolence 
of a noble Berlin rabbi, had sume funds at hia dispos ‘I. saved and sent back to 
his country. As to the actual state of aff airs, there are ‘now about fifty Russian 
pereous in the English mission inclusive of ten families. They are occupied with 
gardening at about one shilling per diem, foar hours beiog ‘allowed every day. 
There is no workiog on Sabbath and Sundays. Each fauily receives from four 
‘shillings extra per week for the Sabbath. The treatment of thes» poor Je va is. 
kind in the extreme, and whatever our views as Jews oa this sat 2 st may ba, 
certain it is that the missionaries have saved many Jewish lives. After having 
exhausted their little funds beggary and starvation made their appearance before 
them and they had not the moral courage to withstand these horrible visions. 
Very bad, truely, very bad, bat may heaven spare all of us, O- virtuous reader, 
such dangerous trials ; certain it is that while in Russia all these psople, who till 
now were mostly fed on bread and tea, would bave gladly undergone death rather 
than forsake the réligion of their fathers, they bave been broken dowa by a 
lovg series of suffering, and their souls have basen enbiitered particalarly 
against their brethren, who, with a most philosophical equanimity cruelly left 
thenrto perish. The mniseionaries are LOW preparing to settle thirty families of 
Russian Jews on the farm near Jaffa, there will be built a synagogue and a 
chapel,and a most godless generation will spring up, haters of their people and 
religion, children of iniquity who bave learnt from their boyhood to scll truth 
for a morsel of bread. 

Besides these stray sheep there are living in the town about 100 Russians 
who most nobly bear the utmost misery, who are sleeping in the synagogues 
on the cold stones without a cover and are feediog on morsels of dry bread in 
the day rather then sin against our holy religion. Their ouly wish is to. be 
enabled to be sent back to their country as soon as possible.
